DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,17,19, 31 and 33-34 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hansen (USPN 6,317,639). 



With regards to claim 1, Hansen (USPN 6,317,639)teaches a device that 
provides diagnostic and control capability for equipment from a remote location 
comprising: 

an apparatus detached from the equipment comprising a display device, (13,62; 
See figure 1) 

an input device,(14;See figure 1) software executed by the apparatus and a 
communications device; (Col. 4, lines 36-40) and 

a controller attached to the equipment to enable monitoring of the equipment by 
the apparatus through the communications device. (Col.4, lines 36-40) 

With regards to claim 17, Hansen (USPN 6,317,639) teaches a method that 
provides remote diagnostic and control capability for equipment comprising: 

monitoring the equipment through a controller attached the equipment with a 
remote apparatus comprised of an input device, display device, a communications 
device and software code executed by the apparatus. (See figure 1) 

With regards to claim 19 and 34, Hansen (USPN 6,317,639) teaches selecting 
with the software code specific data collection wherein the software code records the 
data of pre-selected features of the equipment. (Col. 4 lines 39-40) 

With regards to claim 31 , Hansen (USPN 6,317,639) teaches a device that 
provides remote diagnostic and control capability for equipment comprising: 

remote means for monitoring the equipment; and (Col. 3, lines 60-66) 
means for controlling the equipment through the means for monitoring, wherein 
the means for controlling is attached to the equipment. (61 ;See figure 1) 

With regards to claim 33, Hansen (USPN 6,317,639) teaches a means for 
controlling is a controller.(12;See figure 1) 
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Claim Objections 



Claims 2-16,18 20-30, 32, and 35-43 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: A comma is before the word "wherein" in claims 2-16, 23-24, 26-30, 32, 
36-37, and 39-43 and a comma is missing before the word "further" in claims 18, 20-22, 
25, 35, and 38. Appropriate correction is required. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kumar et al. USPN 6,416,471 teaches a portable remote patient 
telemonitoring system, Canada etal . (USPN 5852351) teaches a machine monitor, 
Canada et al. (USPN 5,907,491 ) teaches a wireless machine monitoring and 
communications system, Lamberson et al. (USPN 5,845,230) teaches apparatus and 
method for the remote monitoring of machine conditions, Piscalko et al. (USPN 
6,301,551) teaches a remote pile driving analyzer, Petite et al. (USPN 6,437,692) 
teaches a system and method for monitoring and controlling remote devices, Steen III 
et al. (USPN 6,510,350) teaches a remote data access and system control, and 
Wegerich (USPN 6,556,939) teaches a inferential signal generator for instrumented 
equipment and processes.
